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1. The airfield on the southwest border of BYDG.~402 (P 54/5 £4), extended 
about, 6,600 fect along he western side of tie road to SeUBIR (Pp 54/4 73). 
It was about 10,000 feet wide. 


2. The landing field with an entirely Revel grass cover had a sandy vorthern 
gection. A destroyed nangar was along the road, solid buildings on the 
southwest edge of the field. 


3. Several «ultiple-storied kaserne buildings were on the eastern side of the 
SZUBING®R roai, opposite the field, sir force soldiers and j-veniles quar- 
tered in the kasernes were seen in the area, They were given miitary 
training and instruction at aircraft parked at tue rleld.
